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MEDICAL RECORDS 


According to History of Such Cases It 
Should Have Died Within Three 
Days After Arrival. 


A baby so emall that its outspread hand 
does not cover the tip of a man’s fore- 
finger, that takes its food from an “eve 
dropper,”’ that at the age of two weeks 
weighs omly two pounds and five ounces, 
whose loudest cry is not louder than the 
squeak of a field mouse, who is as senile- 
jooking as a man of 90, is living at the Bt 


Louts Female Hospital. 

The baby is an anomaly in medical an- 
nals. It is known as "‘a seven-month child’ 
and was born in the hospital. Medical au- 
thorities are unanimous in saying that 
such a child cannot live longer than three 
days and usually lives only a few hours. 
Yet this baby is alive after two wecks, 


with every prospect of continuing to live 
and to grow. This is due to the unremitting 
eare of Dr. A. H. Elbrecht, superintendent 
of the female hospital, and a baby incuba- 


tor. 

The baby weighed two pounds at birth, 
and is the child of a healthy woman, moth- 
er of two thriving children, one of whom 
weighed 8 pounds at birth. As soon as it 
was born, Dr. Elbrecht determined to save 
it, if possible, in the face of contrary au- 
therities. He caused an incubator to be 
improvised. It is like a small bathtub, 
with hollow walls five inches thick, and a 
curved bottom like a bowl. The wal's are 
kept filled with hot water, hot enough to 
maintain the temperature at 100 degrees 
Fahrenheit, blood heat. 

In this incubator the baby lies swathed in 
cotton, Once a day it is bathed in diluted 
alcohol, and rubbed with the purest cod 
liver oil, by which means it absorbs stimu- 
lation and nourishment. Once every two 
hours it takes barely an ounce of mother’s 
milk from a half ounce bottle furnished 
with a nipnrie. From the time of its birth 
up to its fourteenth day it took its food 
‘drop by drop from an “eye-dropped,” a 
small glass tube with a small rubber bulb. 
used in dropping medicine into the eye. 
Its mouth ts so small that it was unable 
to take milk in any other way. 

The life of the baby is watched every 
Special nurses have been detalied 
to care for it. The temperature of its tin 
home is never allowed to rise or fall. The 
air is kept at a proper humidity. Its food 
is peel and exactly administered. It 
ia believed that by these means it will 
thrive.

In the incubator is e sponge to give the 
air the proper humidity. The baby fies ona 
bed of cotton and the incubator has no 
other cover than a folded blanket, and. 
on top of that. an antisept'tc sheer. 

When disturbed the baby opens it eves. 
yawns and stretches its limbs. wrink'es its 
face like a very old man ubout to sneeze 
and gives a tiny mouse-like cry. 

Mary ie beginning to get eager ‘or her 
milk, which ‘s rewarded as a sign thut she 
intends to live. She has created « sensation 
among doctors and nurses, none of whom 
expected that she avould live. The hospital 
authorities ret that she was not born to 
thrive a year later. They have made ar- 
rangements to furnish the World’s Fair 
with tiny baies for incubat‘on. There 
will be a larre exh'bit of French baby tn- 
cubators. whych made such a hit at the 
Paris Exposition. .

No answer has been sent to him yet, 
but it is probable that he will be asked 10 
make vigorous representations that the 
United States cannot view further delay 
in any other light than that of a delib- 
erate desire to be unfriendly. 

The complaint has been referred to the 
President, who, doubtless. will ask Secre- 
tary Hay to map out a course of future 
action. Acting Secretary Ade will not un- 
Jertake it. 

Rechid Bey’s appointment as governor 
of Brusa is a distinctly unfriendly act to- 
ward the United States. 

When this government demanded his re- 
moval from Beirut, it did so on the ground 
that he was unfit to rule anywhere, par- 
ticularly in a place where there were for- 
eign interests to be protected. 

At first he was merely suspended, but 
Minister Leishman was instructed to say 
io the sublime porte that nothing short of 
a dismissal would meet the requirements 
of the situation. 

The Sultan granted that demand and 
made so many fair promises w'th regara 
to old claims that it was assumed a séet-

{ 
Objections Expected From Politcians 


Legislated Out of Former Boun- 
daries of Power. 


Michael K. MoGrath, who, with GJarence 
L.. Hoblitzelle, worked out a scheme for re- 
districting the city, said Tuesday morning 
saat Delegates Hagerman, at present in the 
Twenty-seventh ward, would, it was ex- 
pected, offer strong objection to being 
transferred, by the changes in the boun- 
daries, to the Twenty-second ward. 

Hagerman is expected to make his fight 
when the proposed redistricting bill comes 
before the House of Delegates at ite next 
meeting.

HAIL NEW ERA 


Post-Dispatch’s Work for St. Louis’ 
Commercial Interests Praised 
by Merchants. 


BACKWARD STEP PREVENTED 


Local Terminal Facilities Will Soon 
Be on Basis for Population 
of 1,000,000. 


A committee of general managers of 
railroads included in the Terminal Asso- 
clation has begun an investigation of the 
St. Louls. and East St. Louis terminais 
which were described in the recent report 
of the Business Men's League's sub-coni- 
mittee on terminal facilities as inadequate 
and in many respects far bemind the 
times. 

Accompanied by General Superintendeut 
Breck and Superintendent Kearney of the 
Terminal Association, the committee rode 
through the yards on both sides of the 
river Tuesday. 

Monday it held a meeting, at which 
President McChesney of the termina] was 
present by request, and furnished infor- 
mation regarding te condition of the 
terminals and the business handled ocr 
them, 

The intention of the committee is to 
ascertain the cause of continued freight 
congestion and suggest plans for the rem- 
edy of conditions in all the St. Louis and 
Fast St. Louis railroad yards. 

The committee wiff report to the execu- 
tive committee of the Terminal Assovia- 
tion. It ts composed of (’. M. Levey, gen- 
eral manager of the Burlington lines in 
Missouri; Russel! Harding, vice-president 
and general manager of the Missouri Pa- 
cifle-Iran Mountain; 8. M. Felton, presi- 
dent of the Chicago & Alton; I. G. Rawn, 
genera! superintendent of transportation 
of the Illinols Central: C. FE. Shaff, general 
manager of the Big Four. Mr. Levey is 
chairman, and sessions of the committee 
will be held in his office. 


New Conditions 
Mean Progress. 


Members of the Business Men's League 
tub-committee .on termimal facilities who 
have maie an exhaustive study of terminal 
onditions in St. Louis in connection with 
the improvements now under consideration 
beileve that the new measures, especially 
the St. Lonis dill of lading, will result in a 
new era in the commercial history of the 
city. 

“We do not fully realize the importance 
tue promised changes to the business 
of the city,”’ said Chairman Elias Michae! 
to the Post-Disnatch. “I am confident that 
it ‘will regwult in wonderful progress for 8t. 
Louls. We have been almost at a standstill 
for some time, but with St. Louis termina!]s 
and St. Louis bills of lading we shall take 
an a new importance, and with freight 
moving readilv and easily become the 
railroud and busfress center which our 
position requires. It is to the interest of 
St. Lous railroads and business men alike 
to uttract to this gateway every pound of 
freizht possible. 

“The Post-Dispatch has done a great 
work, a very great work, iv this mat- 
ter, and has been largely instrumental 
in bringing matters to their present en- 
couraging stage.” 

b>. R. Calhoun, a member of the com- 
mittee, said: “One sentence describes it 
all—the promised improvements mean a 
new era for St. Louis. They mean that 
freight is to be brought by the railroads 
into St. Louis, instead of East St. Louls, 
that delays and congestion are to be 
largely eradicated and business is to go 
forward with a new impetus.” 


How Public 
Was Aroused. 


“None can think otherwise than that 
the Post-Dispatch, by its campaign, has 


accomplished great good in this matter. 
It has aroused public sentiment and pre- 
pared the way for securing the conces- 
sions. 
“There is much work yet to be done, 
however. As Mr. McChesney has said, 
there are many details to be worked out 
and the improvements cannot be made 
in a minute. Furthermore, we must re- 
member that terminals take room, and 
concessions along this line will be asked 
of the city. If they are granted and the 
terminal bills are passed, I see nothing 
further in the way of progress.’ 
R. W. Shaplcigh of the committee said: 
“Washington avenue business men know 
what the promised improvements mean. 
I am confident that in two years more 
without them business would have 
dropped off 25 per cent. They are the 
difference between progress and retro- 
reseion. With them we can go ahead. 
hey are the entering wedge in the so- 
lution of the freight problem, and mean 
see we shall have facilities equal to 
in the country. I believe it ts cal- 
culated that the improvements now pro- 
pened will be equal to the business of a 
city of 1,000,000 people. 
The time has come to secure a 8t, 
Louis bill of lading and improved ter- 
minal facilities. Now that they have 
been promised, we should give the ter- 
minal the right to go ahead and make 
the improvements. The campaign of the 
Post-Dispatch was a great thing. It 
— public sentiment and opened the 


Somer P. Knapp of the committee sald: 
‘tT believe the St. Louis bill of lading 
and other improvements promised mean 
a new era for St. Louts.’ 
George W. Brown of the committee 
said: “I regard a 8t. Louis bill of lad- 
ing and 8t. Louis terminals as of the 
greatest importance to Bt. Louis com- 
merce. I think St. Louls at present does 
not appreciate in a way the salutary 
effects they will bring about in the com. 
merce of the city. 
‘We cannot afford to have any hand@ 
cap on our commerce, and with the im- 
rovements promised I believe the St, 
Po uis terminals will be the most com- 
plete in the country. With such an ad- 
vantage the commerce of the city will 
have no naadica. If we had not been 
handicapped during the past 20 years 
we would be far ahead of where we are 
as a commercial center. 
“But we are looking to the future and 
not complaining over the past. ere 
seems to be nothing in the way of prog- 
ress now. 
“The Post-Dispatch in its campaiga 
has worked for the benefit of the city, 
and has done great good. Everything 
ia working out satisfactorily all sround.”

Now that the Irish have a land law which will permit them 
to feel at home in Ireland they have turned their attention 
to the question of population. 

An anti-emigration society has been formed whose purpose 
fs to restrain emigration and keep the people in their own 
country. 

The volume of emigration has been enormous. During the 
Jest decade of the nineteenth century France lost by emi- 
gration only one inhabitant out of 6975 of its population, 
Germany one in 2574, Belgium one in 267, England one in 
202, Italy one in 212, Scotland one in 214, Spain one in 261. 
Portugal one in 241, Sweden one in 427, Austria-Hungary 
one in 480, Denmark one in 686, Switzerland one in 1256, Hol- 
land one in 2772 and Ireland one in 114.
